Russian Views Discussed

•"Peaceful coexistence is not an invention of the Soviet peoples," said Amasasp Aroutunian, 
Russian Ambassador to Canada. "It is an objective law of development of international relations

"I am sincere when I say that peace is ihe thing which ihe 
world requires, and all people, regardless of race, religion, sex 
or political beliefs must fight for It." Harry Schwartz, New "York 
Times' expert on Soviet af fairs, summed up his address "The West : 
How Shall We Respond ?". He delivered the final ikeynole speech 
at the Fifth McGill Conference an World Affairs at Redpath Hall 
last night. 



However, he demonstrated some 
of the difficulties faclng'the world 
in this quest for peace with the 
example of the two Russian stud 
ents who attested the MCWA con- 
ferencc. They did not attend his 
lecture, he said, because they 
claimed they had already heard 
or read all he was going to say; 
this was despite, the fact that be 
had had the courtesy to attend 
Russian Ambassador Aroutunian's 
speech that very afternoon. 

Schwartz said that this attitude 
was typical of the Russian policy 
of airing their own views and 
disregarding or restricting those 
of others. He summed up this at- 
titude in the sentence ''What's 
mine is mine, and what's yours 
is negotiable." 

In referring to Dr. Aroutunian's 
speech, Schwartz pointed out that 
there was also a tendency for 
Russians to bring up untruths in 
their lectures. The Ambassador, 
for example, declared that the 
socialist state was not interested 
in war. "These are very pretty 
words." Schwartz said "but how 
can -they be related to Soviet 
actions in Finland, Estonia, Lat- 
via, Lithuania, Korea and Eastern 
Europe? How ore we to believe 
them ?" He asked "Do they think 
we are morons?" 

This tendency is of extreme im- 
portance, he continued, as the So- 
viet Ambassador represents one 
of the two most powerful coun-. 
tries in the world. The situation 



ponso" at a plenary session yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Peaceful coexistence implies re- 
nunciation of war as a means 
of settling international disputes, 
he stated. They must be solved by 
negotiation. It also Implies trust 
between countries, non-interferen- 
ce in internal affairs, respect for 
the sovereignty and territorial in- 
tegrity of countries, and promo- 
tion of economic and cultural co- 
operation on the basis of equality 
and mutual benefit 

"A socialist society, by its very 
nature, is not interested in war," 
he asserted. "Foreign policy of a 
socialists country has as its ob- 
jective the consolidation of peace 
in the world for the sake of so- 
cial progress." 

He claimed that a process of 
decay has seized capitalism, and 
that imperialism has lost its do- 
mination in the world. He cited 
figures to prove it 

He called for complete disar- 
mament under strong and effective 
international control as the most 
reliable way to- consolidate last- 
ing peace. 

Of great importance for peace 
is tile elimination of the "rema- 
riants of the Second World War." 



never intented to put a ban on 
access to that city, nor to infringe 
the freedom of its people. 

"No one will deny that there 
are differences between nations," 
he continued, "especially in the 
field of ideologies. We believe in 
the final triumph of Communism; 
many people do not agree with us. 
Historical development will decide 
who is right and who is wrong." 

He then cited some of the ad- 
vances to be made in the Soviet 
Union as it fulfills its 20-year 
plan: a working day of 5 or 6 
hours as compared to the present 
6 or 7 hours, an increase in per- 
sonal income of 250%, as well as 
many social benefits. 

He said that the Soviet people, 
in fulfilling this programme, need 
nothing but peace and peaceful 
coexistence. 

He expressed his congratulations 
to McGill University for the fact 
that it is giving a course in Bol- 
shevism. However, he said three 
lectures is not enough to tell the 
whole story. 

Prof. Oliver of the Political 
Science Department noted that the 
ambassador had evidently made a 
misinterpretation, ior it is a course 
of three lectures per week, not 
per year. 



Special Session Called 
For Communist Students

The two Russian delegates who 
arrived here Tuesday told the Con- 
ference Co-Chairmen that they had 
a paper to present, and the special 
session was held for that purpose. 

The Russians attended Profes- 
sor Elliott's address on Tuesday 
night, as well as Dr. Aroutunian's 
yesterday afternoon, hut did not 
show up lor the talk by Hew York 
Timcsman Harry Schwartz. How-, 
ever, they appeared at his recep- 
tion afterward. - 

CRITICIZE ELLIOTT 

They criticized Elliott's speech 
as not being conducive to the es- 
tablishment of understanding of 
the two ideologies which the Con- 
ference is supposed to be trying 
to establish. 

They, chided his statement that 
the Russians are soon to be freed 
from Communist slavery, and 
hoped that after the conference he 
would engage in some self-criti- 
cism. 

Pankin took issue with the cur- 
rent phrase "better Bed than 



Dead." He cited the present Ame- 
rican policy of banishing or im- 
prisoning all Communists. This, he 
said, was a case of either "being 
Red or being in prison." 

SIR GEORGE 
■ The bulk of their paper concern- 
ed the causes and effects of war, 
which was the topic of the Sir 
George Conference held two weeks 
ago, which they were also suppos- 
ed to attend but could not due to 
visa trouble. 

They gave as an example the 
fact that the number of people 
killed in wars over the years ex- 
ceeds the present population of 
the earth If all the money spent 
on wars were spent wisely, it could 
provide a five-room apartment lor 
everyone in the world, as well as 
a hospital in every town of over 
5000 population. 

The question period which fol- 
lowed was highlighted by catcalls 
from the audience, and the same 
replies which were given to the 
same questions -when the last pair 
of Russian students visited McGill. 



today is too serious for such "je- 
june lies." 

ALTERNATIVES 

He then went on to discuss the 
alternatives facing the West and 
the quest for world peace. Firstly, 
there are the advocates of "total 
victory", who's philosophy is "the 
only good Communist is a dead 
Communist". These "insane men" 
believe that we must not rest 
until the one 'goal of victory has 
been realized:: until "Adam Smith 
is worshipped in Red Square". 

Tire danger in this outlook is 
that many of its advocates believe 
we should go as far as preventive 
war in trying to reach the objec- 
tives. There are men of this opi- 
nion on both sides of the Iron 
Curtain, he pointed out, taking Mao 
Tse-Tung of Communist China as 
a case in point. In-criticizing this 
view, Schwartz said that "when you 
are dead, it doesn't matter if you 
arc a Communist .or a Capitalist." 
The sane must strive not to go 
"over the precipice." This struggle 
between the "sane" 'and the "in- 
sane" is really the main conflict 
in the world today. 

SECOND CHOICE 

The second alternative facing 
the West, he said, was that policy 
outlined in U.S. President Kenne- 
dy's inaugural address. This stated 
that we must be strong in order 
to avoid war. As President Ken- 
nedy said, "We dare not tempt 
them with weakness." But neither 
can the two great nations take 
comfort, for both are alarmed 
and are racing to upset the pre- 
sent balance." We should," 
Schwartz advised,' "explore more 
fully those things " which unite 
us, rather than labour those which 
divide us. Here lies our chances 
for peace and we must not fail to" 
take advantage of it" 

Among the factors which unite 
us are principally, the desire to 
live, the hope of "an earth which 
becomes green 'every year", and 
the basic dream to hreath pure air. 
No matter how much we may 
hate what we call the "slavery" 
of the other side, we must put 
up with it rather than die. Fur- 
thermore, he said, it is only in 
these fields of mutual benefit that 
we can place trust in the Rus- 
sians. "Premier Khruschev knows 
our powers of destruction and ho 
too must act to protect these 
values." 

STALIN 

The recent denunciations of Sta- 
lin at the twenty-second Party 
Congress are also a cause for 
hope. Said Schwartz, "It is his- 
torically important that part of the 
bloody truth is being told to the 
Soviet people." It may lead ^ to 
questions about Stalin's actions 
abroad perhaps resulting in a rca- 
lization that the Soviet leader him- 
self forced the Cold War upot 
the West, and upon the world. 
Schwartz then went on to discua

To Be Or Not To Be 

Engineers, members of the Health Institute, -stud- 
ents at Peterson Hall arise ! - because if you don't arise 
no visitor (and we would like to hope there are many) 
to our fair University will know that you and your 
buildings exist. Such is the dilemna brought to our 
attention by a closer inspection of the booklet called 
"McGill University : A Guide And Map" which was 
handed out at the MCWA registration. 

This worthy and informative piece of literature 
includes on its pages a detailed map, we presume 
for the convenience of all visitors. The map informs 
us that the Students' Health Service is located on 
the southeast corner pf Pine and'Oxenden; that the 
area on University behind the Macdonald Engineer- 
ing Building has been allocated to a proposed "en- 
gineering project"; and that on MacTavish Street, 
opposite Redpath Hall, we may find an edifice called 
the Protestant School Board building. 

Primarily, this situation depicts a deficiency in 
the realm of public relations, but the matter on closer 
examination goes deeper than that. It implies a lack of 
pride in oUr own University, a basic atmosphere of 
indifference, which we should be ashamed to illustrate 
in such an open fashion to the public in general. 

A Question Off Diplomacy 

As we were coming in from the airport with the 
Russian delegates to MCWA, one of them asked us 
whether the conference was concerned only with the 
investigation, of Soviet Russia's policies and attitudes, 
or if the policies and opinions of the West would 
also be discussed. From this inquiry, we inferred that 
our Russian visitors were interested not only in ex- 
pounding their own ideology to American and Ca- 
nadian delegates, but also in hearing an explanation 
of our side of the question from a Westerner. Evi- 
dently we were wrong in this assumption. 

Last night the two Russian delegates declined 
to attend the lecture given by Mr. Harry Schwartz, 
on the grounds that they had already read his works 
and therefore knew in advance what he had to say. 
It is questionable that the works of Mr. Schwartz 
ever came into the hands of these Russian students. 
We are not basing this statement solely on our own 
personal belief, but also on the blank, almost negative 
response from our Russian visitors on being told, 
during our airport rendez-vous, that Mr. Schwartz 
would be addressing the conference. 

This, however, is not really the issue at stake. 
The fact is that the American and. Canadian delega- 
tions also believe that they have previously heard 
all that the Russians might have to say and yet they 
were willing to "lend an ear" to the Soviet Ambas- 
sador and then the Russian -students in the hope 
that they might bé able to glean some new point of 
information, some insight into the Russian attitude, 
when the explanation came from a Russian himself. 
The Russian students as well as their ambassador 
seem to have rejected any such possibilities. 

Not only did these students loose a possible 
opportunity to augment their understanding of the 
Western attitude, but they also acted in a manner, 
which was hardly diplomatic for two representatives 
of the Soviet Union. 



Tranquilizers Anyone i

Nothing is more deflating than the discovery of a puffy tube of toothpaste which is 
half-filled with air; it's enough to drive one to halitosis. Regretably, there are other slick 
"marketing" practices, existing in our modern economy, which lead to even more odorous 
consequences. 



In August of this year, an 
American grand-jury charged 
three of the largest pharmaceu- 
' tical manufacturers with cons- 
piracy to maintain "excessively" 
high prices and to monopolize 
the manufacture and •distribu- 
tion of "wonder" drugs. 

Also, recently, a Canadian 
Hoy.il Commission uncovered 
similar facts which affirmed 
what was already widely sus- 
pected by an over-stressed and 
over-charged pill-swallowing pub- 
lic. s 

Revelations in the United 
States, as well as the Canadian 
proceedings, have indicated that 
not only are medicinal drug ma- 
nufacturers making profits out 
of human suffering, but at a cal- 
lous rate nearly twice as much 
as the general average for other 
secondary industries. 

In Canada, testimony was giv- 
en to the fact that, in some 
cases, prescriptions referring to 
brand or trade names, would 
amount to nearly twenty-five 
times the cost, had the same 
remedy been referred to under 
its generic chemical name. In 
defence of this blatant usury, 
the pharmaceutical manufactu- 
rers have argued that millions 
of dollars arc annually spent by 
them on continuing research. 

While this, of course, is un- 
doubtedly true, it is also a fact 
that the bulk of this research 



expenditure is directed at re- 
fining already existing products, 
in the hope of finding new ways 
to distinguish their product from 
other competitive brands. Hence 
arises strawberry flavoured Salk 
vaccine. 

It is again a matter of record, 
that the most significant drug 
discoveries, such as insulin* and 
polio vaccine, carae from univer- 
sity research laboratories and 
not from industrial commercial 
sources. Even today, investiga- 
tion of cancer and heart disease 
is being carried on almost exclu- 
sively by hospital or university 
scientists and technicians. It is 
only in these latter institutions 
that the researcher is free of the 
necessity to come up with a 
"gimmick catalyst" to make his 
product more marketable than 
others. 

In an effort to raise the bar- 
riers which must be climbed by 
existing and potential competi- 
tors, drug manufacturers spend 
the maximum to advertise and 
promote their own - particular 
brands. Medical men arc daily* 
deluged with pamphlets and 
"complimentary" samples, all of 
which proclaim the respective 
benefits of their "no side-effect" 
remedies. 

The manufacturers maintain 
that such publicity is necessary 
to keep the doctor informed of 
the latest advances. They also

claim that a shift in emphasis 
from trade names to generic 
terms would only have the effect 
of directing the promotion at the 
chemist who prepares the pres- 
cription instead of at the indivi- 
dual who recommends it. 

This argument, however, con- 
vinces no one. The pharmacist 
is a man who knows the chem- 
ical ingredients of a medicinal 
compound. One man's potassium 
sulphate is the same as an- 
other's... if it isn't, then it 
ceases to be potassium sulphate. 
Perhaps what really concerns 
the drug manufacturers is that 
they might have to compete by 
way of service and price, instead 
of through the much easier and 
more profitable method of pro- 
moting sales through advertising. 

There arc a multitude of mo- 
ral reasons which can (and 
have) been made for readily 
available low cost drugs. It is 
possible that some of the fault 
lies at the retail sales level, but 
this in no way excuses the faults 
noted above. Once individuals 
come to the conclusion that the 
rules of modified free interprise 
do not protect them from eco- 
nomic and social evils, their na- 
tural impulse is to turn to gov- 
ernment regulation to achieve 
results. If a substantial enough 
number of those who have a say 
in the formation of political 
party platforms, use toothpaste, 
a nationalized drug industry may 
not be far away.

the split in the Communist Party 
as brought out at the same Party 
Congress. This too, he said, is a 
struggle between the advocates of- 
all-out victory and the "sane" lead- 
ers, with Khrushchev being one of 
the latter. Mao Tse-Tung, on the 
other hand, believes that even if 
he loses 300 million people in a 
war, he still will have an equal 
number letf. Khruschcv's task is 
to show him that this may not be 
true. 

Schwartz then referred to a sta- 
tement made by Indian Prime Mi- 
nister Nehru, saying the real strug- 
gle in the world is between the 
rich and the poor. Schwartz point- 
ed out that on a world scale, the 
Russians are rich, putting them on 
the same side as the U.S. and Ca- 
nada. The Russians are not willing 
to share this wealth with the 
world, he said. "Witness," for ex- 
ample, "the Russian promises of 
better living conditions while the 
Chinese starve to death. Is this 
the Communist attitude?" 
CAMPS MOVE CLOSER 
In fact, he said, both camps are 
moving closer and closer to each 
other. There is no such thing as a 
pure Capitalist or Communist eco- 
nomy in the world today. What we 
do have, he explained, arc the two 
forces of "creeping socialism and 
creeping capitalism". As a result, 
differences between the U.S. and 
Russia are less than at any time in 
history. 

Indeed, ho said, there is a great 
deal of reason to hope : "Some of 
Stalin's paranoia is wearing off, 
and the societies are growing clos- 
er together. The aim of East-West 
relations should be cordial friend- 
ship, Wd not just peaceful co- 
existence."

In Tuesday night's game at Outremont High, the McGill 
Indians finally showed the superlative calibre of basketball they 
are capable of, in overcoming an eight point lead at the half 
and defeating a strong Sir George William's Junior Varsity squad 
by a 64-54 count. 



The first half started off at a 
fast clip, with the early stages 
of the game entirely dominated 
by the Georgians. McGill bad nu- 
merous lapses which helped con- 
tribute to a onc-timo- 16 point 
Sir George lead. Many of these 
weaknesses occurred on offense, 
with McGill's cagers wasting many 
good scoring opportunities by their 
reckless long shots, thus enabling 
the Georgians to amass a 36-27 
lead at the half. 

STRONG COMEBACK 

The second half began at a fast 
and furious pace, when suddenly 
the game broke wide open with 
the Indians taking complete char- 
ge. Andy Narska's long shot and 
Mingie's two quick layups brought 
McGill to within three points of 
Sir George. Then Nerska's foul shot 
and Pilgrim's field goal knotted 
the game at 36 a piece. 

McGill began to pull into the 
lead and with half of the final 
period gone they were ahead 41-38. 



Both squads traded field goals, 
and with three minutes left to 
play, Pilgrim and Nerska sunk 
quick layups to give the Indians 
a commanding 59-51 spread. 

Sir George, in a grim effort to 
catch up, brought the margin to 
five points sepcrating the two 
clubs. Managing to withstand the 
attack, McGill's forces goaded the 
Georgians into fouling the game 
away. Six consecutive foul shots 
by Math, Narska, and Mingie salt- 
ed away a victory. 

Outstanding in defeat for Sir

points. Leading the victorious 
McGill squad in their comeback 
win were Math, high man with 
16 points, and Mingie and Pilgrim 
with 13 each. Also contributing 
highly to a well deserved triumph 
brought about by a hearty team ef- 
fort "were Andy Nerska with 12 
points, as well as Dan Fleming, 
Stan Kivenko, Don Devine, Corky 
Steinberg, Irv Vinger, and Chris 
Schmidt.
